Claims 18-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Murzin et al. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 12/3/02. 

Applicant did not seasonably contest the taking of official notice. However, in an abundance of 
caution the rejection is now based on Murzin et al (col.8) as providing evidence of the subject matter of the 
official notice.
